Ou«  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the  world 
wn  the  widt  snd  banging  gardens  ot 
Babylon.  This  ancient  city  was  built  on 
a  njnsre  plain,  surrounded  by  walla  three 
hundred  and  fifty  fe<-t  high.  Thi*  wall 
was  e-glity  sc  veil  feet  thtek  ;  on  tbe  top,  at 
regular  distance*  from  each  other,  were 
two  hundred  and  fifty  towers ;  outside  the 
wall  w.ia  a  very  deep  ditch,  constantly 
kept. full  of  water.  On  the  top  o#  tbs 
walls  was  a  row  of  houses  on  each  aids  ;
